The appointment by Governor Ralston of Thomas TaggaH as 
tFnited States senator for Indiana to fill the unexpired, term of the 
late Senator Shiyely was so generally forecasted as to rob the action 
of all element of surprise. It has been known for some years that 
Mr. Taggart cherished an ambition to go to the senate, though he ha<i 
never been an avowed candidate for the toga, and the lamentabla 
death of the senior senator paved the way to a realization of those 
ambitions. 


It would be a misstatement of fact to say that the governor's se- 
lection will meet the unqualified approval, of all elements of Indiana 
democracy. No man, perhaps, who ever occupied a conspicuous 
place in Indiana politics has ever had more uftswervingly devoted 
friends or more bitterly remorseless enemies than has Mr. Taggart. 
Men find it difficult to be passively neutral in their relations to a 
political power of Mr. Taggart's magnitude. They are either ardent- 
ly ''for" him or they are relentlessly opposed to him, and are not al- 
ways able to assign a tangible basis for either position. It must be 
said, too, that Mr. Taggart's enemies are almost wholly political ene- 
mies. Personally the man has many engaging qualities and admir- 
able characteristics that afford ample explanation for the very strong 
individual following he enjoys. 


For a great many years Mr. Taggart's influence in Indiana poli- 
tics has been a potent one, but it must be admitted that he has been 
a good fighter wlio lias t^akcn his share of defeat as smilingly and as 
uncomplainingly as he accepted victory when it came his way. Even 
those wlio have been lined up in the fights against him will readily 
agree to tliat proposition. 


Nor can the fact that Indiana democracy is heavily indebted 
to Mr. Taggart be overlooked or denied. 
For a great many 
years he has been a big cog in the organization, asking nothing for 
lihnself and giying largely of his time and his money in fighting thq 
party battles. Even the appointment as United States senator does 
not adequately discharge the party obligation to the man if one is to 
measure partisan deserts by partisan service. Whether Mr. Taggarfc 
shall prove to be of senatorial calibre or not remains to be detenn- 
Ined by his showing under the test. He has never made pretensions 
to statesmanship. He has demonstrated that he is a business man, 
and a good one. He is now, in fairness, entitled to his chance to 
'*make good" in the upper house of congress. 


Under the supervision of the Indiana centennial (Commission a 
moving picture concern will soon begin reproducing in film the his- 
tory of the state for presentation in connection with the centennial 
¡celebrations to be held at many Indiana points this year. It is an- 
nounced, also, that various sections of the state will be visited in 
making the motion photography, and the stirring history of the statjj 
will be re-enacted for the edification of those of iis who' were not on 
the' spot while histoiy was in the making. The idea is a splendid one, 
"but even on the elaborate scale on which it is proposed to reproduce 
it, it is doubtful if there's going to be opportunity to give an 
adequate show to all Indiana folk who are confident they Avould 
make mighty fine movie stars.

I went to hiiii for a leper's 
opiiTion on the steady growth of leprosy 
in the United States. 


Early is confined in a house on thi 
banjos of the Potomac, behind a hij;h 
barbed 
wire 
fence 
and 
iron 
bars. 
"These," said Earh-, pointin^c to 
the 
bars, after I had been introduced to 
him by Di-. W. 0. Fowler, chief medical 
officer of the District of Columbia, ''are 
the luxuries provided by ^^'aahinííton. 
What comforts of home T have I buy 
with the aid of my pension." 


The "comforts" consist chiefly of a 
Morris chair and phonojiraph. Early has 
three small 
rooms in an old frame 
house. 
The caretaker and his daughter 
occupy the rest of the house. 
Early 
can call them by means of an electric 
bell. 


The electrician who put in the bell 


refused to enter Early's rooms. The bell 
was put through a hole bored in the 
ceiling. , 
, 


'•I don't blame a person for beini; 
afraid 
of 
leprosy," 
said 
Early. 
"I 
wouldn't wish it on my enemy's dog." 


Dr. Fowler pointed out to me the 
leprous conditions—dried and wrinkled 
skin, the nodules underneath, Avhich at

Early, who was bare-footed, "and yet 
feeling in them is practically dead. They 
hurt inside and are dead outside.

conditions 
give no protection to the general pub- 
lic. 
This coimtry needs a leprosarium. 
Establishment of one would be human- 
itarian, Christian, scientific. 
Such lit- 
tle countries as Norway, Denmark and 
Iceland make such provisions for their 


lepers. 
Is the United S.ta^es ifOinff to 
let them óutdo her? 


"If all lepers were assembled afc a 
leprosarium, cities, st&tés and the na- 
tion would save money, and We iuffer- 
ers would have more comforts—includ- 
ing that very great 
coftifort of one 


another's society."

Almost 1,000 lepers are living in' this 
country, the great majority of 
thera 
at large. 


For protection of American people, 
and for the benefit of these American 
sufferers, medical men, who are author- 
ity for the above statement, are adviá- 
ing congress to establish a national lep- 
rosarium. 


If congress provides an institution for 
segregation of lepers. New York will 
provide more than 50 cases and Chi- 
cago about 80. 


Living together in the heart of San 
Francisco are 18 lepers, quarters being 
supplied to them by the municipality. 


Besides 
the

Francisco 
colony, 
there are only two others in the United 
States—the Louisiana 
State 
Leprosr 
asylum and- the Massachusetts hospital 
for lepers, in Svhich more than 200 cases 
are segregated.

Webster, one of the largest firms in the 
United States operating traction, light 
and gas utilities, have agreed in prin- 
ciple here to tlie idea of public service 
at cost. 


This means that instead of stri^dng 
further to make out of the patrons of 
the street cars and of the eleetrio light 
company all that they can make, tho» 
are willing to be limited here by the 
city to a fair return! 
Stone & Webster 
own or control public service utilities in 
some 34 cities in the United States and 
Porto Rico. 


Dallas has been handicapped for years 
by the fact that its utilities were un- 
der limited term franchises which were 
drawing near a close. Stone & Webster 
would invest no further money because 
they eaid they could not get it back. 
The street car system stood practically 
still while the town doubled in popula- 
tion. 


Maj-or Lindsley, who was elected in & 
utility regulation campaign, made only 
cue pledge. 
It was tliat if lie were 
elcctcd ho would have an investigation 
made of the public utilities by 
the 
ablest independent expert the city could 
engage. 
His choice fell upon Prof. E.

At any rate, Dallas voters April 4 
will undoubtedly write into their city 
charter the principles of service for cost 
us against the present archaic four per 
cent, gross receijjts clause and other out 
of date protective clauses against fran- 
chise grabbers. 


Mayor Lindsley says of the Dallas 
situation: 


"A constant menace to the growth of 
this or any community lies in socialism. 
I'he way to stop it is to stop the evils 
of whicii socialism complains. 


"We propose to protect capital as it 
exists and as it will be invested. 
We 
propose a reasonable rate of return on 
this capital. We prcpo'se to protect this 
capital when it quit , We propose also 
that, as the profits from the employ- 
ment of this capital incrfease, the people 
themselves shall reap the benefit."

The convention is designed to meet ajl 
questions that may ^ arise hereafter in 
connection with the chase for Villa by 
American forces.

City Attorney's View of the 
Ornamental Lamp Post

That the city is not liable for and 
¿annot be made to assume the cost of 
installing the imderground wiring that 
convej's 
current 
to ' the 
ornamental 
lighting systems that are now the sub- 
ject of litigation, is the statement of 
City Attorney Guy Colerick. 
Tlie cit.y 
is holding the money paid in by property 
owners 
on their 
assessments for the 
lighting ^systems and the linal disposi- 
tion of that money is an issue that lies 
between the property owners who paid 
it and the contractors who installed the 
lights, sk.ys Mr. Colerick, and the courts 
will probablv determine who shall have 
it. 


City Attorney Colerick had only re- 
turned to the city Tuesaay 
forenoon 
and had not yet had time to g o thor- 
oughly into the transcript of the su- 
preme court's decision reversing the Al- 
len circuit couit on the injunction suit 
of Frank P. Wilt to enjoin the county 
treasurer, who is ex-otlicio city treas- 
urer, from collecting the assessment, and 
he was not prepared to say what the 
city's next move would bo. He thought 
that a petition for a rehearing was not 
improbable, but said this would be de- 
termined 
Avhen Elwin ]M. Hülse, attor- 
ney for the Fort Wayne Electric 
com- 
pany, and E'. G. I^offman, of 
Barrett, 
Morris & Hoffman, attorneys for tlie 
Bass I'oundry 
and ^lachine 
company, 
returned 
to 
Fort 
Wayne, - both 
being 
out of the c'.ty, 
and Vcsey & Vesey, 
who, with Mr. I'^ulse, are attorneys for 
the W. M, Shcehan company, of New 
York, could yit togetaer for a confer- 
ence on thar 
qiiest'on. 
The 
Electric 
works, the Bass company and the Shee- 
han company are contractors for differ- 
ent parts of the work. 


That 
the contractors assunicd 
tlieir 
own risks in making contracts and doing 
the Mork is indicated by a statement in 
the supreme conrt decision to the effect 
that '•every person contracting witii a 
citj- is required to take notice of the lim- 
itations on the city's power and he as- 
sumes the danger of the contract's be- 
ing void , for want of sucli power.'' 


The city, uccording to ^Er. Colerick, 
has been only the agent between the 
property owners and tlio lontnutors and 
has incurred no responsibility 
for the 
expense of installing these lighting sys- 
tims. 
Tlie higher court's opinion si-onis 
tc knock uiit the entire assessment, ac- 
cording to Mr. Coleiiick, on the theory 
that tlie bare lamp-posts are :ill that 
can be assessed against 
the 
property 
owners, but at the .same time holds that 
the other parts of the system are con- 
nected as to be inseiiarable and states 
tliiit the city lias the right to make a 
new assessment covering tnily the po.sts. 
In .'^nch event the cost of conduits, wir 
ing and lanij>s would i)ecome a subject 
of^ litigation 
between 
the 
contractors 
and tlio property 
owners, on tho su- 
preme court's .statement tiiat the con- 
tractors assumed any risks arising from 
limitations on the city's power.

training of the militia is specifically re> 
served to the states.

Census Bureau's Report on 
Lively Capital of Mi- 
ami County. 


Washington, D. C., Alarch 20.—A pre- 
liminary statement of the general rii^ 
suits of the census of manufacturc-s for 
Peru, Ind., has been issued by Director 
Sam L. Rogers, of the bureau of the 
census, department of commerce. I t 
consists of a summary comparing the 
figures for 1909 and 1914, by totals, pre- 
pared under the direction of William M. 
Steuart, 
chief 
statistician for manu- 
factures. 


The figures are preliminary and sub- 
ject to Buch change and correction a^ 
may be found necessary from ii further 
examination of tlie oriijinal reports. 


The census of 1914, like that of 1909, 
with 
references to manufactures, ex- 
cluded the hand trades, the building 
trades and the neighborhood industries, 
and took account only of establishmeni.a 
conducted 
imder the factory 
system. 
In the last census, also, as in that for 
1909, statistics Avere not collected for es- 
tablishments having 
products for the 
census year valued at less than $500, 
except that reports were taken for es- 
tablishments 
idle during a portion of 
the census year, or which began opera- 
tion during that year, and whose prod- 
ucts for such reason 
Avere valued a t 
less than $500. 


The reports were taken for the calen- 
dar year 
ending 
December 31, 1914, 
wherever the system of bookkeeping 
permitted figures for that period to be 
secured, but when the fiscal year of uu 
establishment differed from the calen- 
dar year a report was obtained for the 
operations of that establishment for its 
fiscal year falling most largely within 
the calendar year oi 1914. 


Percentages of Increase. 


The population of Peru a t the census 
of 1910 was 10,910, and it is estimated 
that it was 11,000 on July 1, 1914, 


The 
statistics 
represent t h e estab- 


lishments locatcd within the corporate 
limits of the city. 


The summaryv shows a consistent in- 
crease a t the census of 1914, as com- 
pared with that for 1909, except 
that 
primary horsepower shows a decrease.

The capital invested as reported lu 
1914, was $1,780,000, a gain of $12(5,000, 
or 7.6 per cent., over $1,654,000 in 1909. 
In this connection it should be stated 
that the inquiry contained in the cciis.w 
schedule culls for the total amount of 
capital, both owned and borrowed, m- 
vested in the business, but excludes the 
value of rented property, 
/plant, or 
equipment which was employed in the 
conduct of manufacturing 
enterprises. 
In the final bulletins and reports the 
rental paid for such property will be 
shown separately. 


Cost of Materials. 


The cost of materials used was $859,- 
000 in 1914, as against $482,000 in 1009, 
an increase of $377,000, or 78.2 per cent. 
In addition to the component materials 
which enter into the products of tiie es- 
tablishment for t h e census year there 
are included the cost of fuel, mill sup- 
plies, and rent i)f power and heat. The 
cost of materials, however, does not in- 
clude unused m a t e r i a l 
and supplies 
bought either for speculation or for use 
during a subsequent period. 


The census inquiry does not include 
amounts pa^d for miscellaneous ex- 
penses, such as rent of offices, royal- 
ties, insurance, ordinary repairs, adver- 
tising, traveling expenses, or allowance 
for depreciation. 


Value of Products, 


The valae of products was $1,529,000 
in 1914 and $1,097,000 in 1909, the in- 
crease beini? $432,000, or 39.4 per cent. 
The value of products represents their 
selling value or price a t the plants ad 
actually 
turned out by the factories 
during the census year, and does not 
necessarily have any rtlation to tlie 
amount of sales for that 'year. 
Tlic 
values under this 
head 
also include 
amounts received for work done on ma- 
terials furnished by others. 


Salaries and Wages. 
, The salaries and wages'amounted to 
"$492,000 in 1914 and to $315,000 in 1909, 
the increase being $177,000, or 56.2 per 
cent. 


The average number of wage earners 
was 780 in 1914, and «19 in" 1909, the 
increase being 167, or 27 per cent.

Census Bureau's Report on 
Lively Capital of Mi- 
ami County. 


Washington, D. C., March 20.—A pre- 
liminary statement of the general ris- 
sults of the census of manufactures for 
Peru, Ind., has been issued by Director 
Sam L. Rogers, of the bureau of the 
census, department 
of commei'ce. 
It 
consists of a summary' comparing the 
figures for 1009 and 1914, by totals, pre- 
pared under the direction of William M. 
Steuart, chief 
statistician for manu- 
factures. 


The íigiu-es are preliminary and sub- 
ject to Buch change and correction aá 
may be found necessary from h further 
examination of the original reports. 


The census of 1914, like that of 1909, 
with references to manufactures, ex- 
cluded the hand trades, the building 
trades and the neighborhood industries, 
and took account only of establishmenta 
conducted 
imder the factory 
system. 
In the last census, also, as in that for 
1909, statistics Avere not collected for es- 
tablishments having products for the 
census year valued at less than $500, 
except that reports weré taken for es- 
tablisliments idle during a portion of 
the census year, or which began opera- 
tion during that year, and whose prod- 
ucts for such reason 
were valued 
at 
leas than $500. 


The reports were taken for the calen- 
dar year 
ending 
December 31, 1914, 
wherever the s.ystem 
of 
bookkeeping 
permitted figures for that period to be 
secured, but when the fiscal year of uu 
establishment differed from the calen- 
dar year a report was obtained for the 
operations of that establishment for its 
fiscal year falling most largely Avithin 
the calendar year of 1914. 


Percentages of Increase. 


The population of Peru at the census 
of 1910 was 10,910, and it is estimated 
that it was 11,000 on July 1, 1914. 


The statistics represent 
the estab- 


lishments located within the corpof«tc 
limits of the city. 


The summary^ shows a consistent in- 
crease at the census of 1914, as com- 
pared with that for 1909, except that 
jirimary horsepower shows a decrease.

Capital Invested. 


The capital invested as reported in 
1914, was $1,780,000. a gain of $126,000, 
or 7.6 per cent., over $1,654,000 in 1009. 
In this connection it should be stated 
that the inquiry contained in the census 
schedule calls for the total amount of 
capital, both owned and borrowed, in- 
vested in the business, but excludes the 
value of rented property, 
/plant, 
or 
equipment which was employed in the 
conduct of manufacturing 
enterprises. 
In the linal bulletins and reports the 
rental paid for such property will be 
shown separately. 


Cost of Materials. 


The cost of materials used was $859,- 
000 in 1914, as against $482,000 in 19U9, 
an increase of $377,000, or 78.2 per cent. 
In addition to the component materials 
which enter into the products of the es- 
tablishment for the census year there 
are included the cost of fuel, mill sup- 
plies, and rent of power and heat. 
The 
cost of materials, however, does not in- 
clude unused materials 
and 
supplies 
bought either for speculation or for use 
during a subsequent period. 


The census inquiry does not include 
amounts 
pajd 
for 
miscellaneous 
ex- 
penses, such as rent of offices, royal- 
ties, insurance, ordinary repairs, adver- 
tising, traveling expenses, or allowance 
for depreciation. 


Value of Products. 


The valae of products Mas $1,529,000 
in 1914 and $1,097,000 in 1909, the in- 
crease being ^32,000, or 39.4 per cent. 
The value of products represents their 
selling value or price at the plants as 
actually turned out by the 
factories

Company. 
Mr. Moreno's eyes took the picture of a scene 
In a moving picture in which he w a s working, 
just a s the c a m e r a Jid. and he carried the pic- 
ture around with him for a month. 


Mr. Morei^.o wa.", acting iti a film called 
T h e 
I'ricG for Folly, anf] was plaj-in.?- tlie role of a 
young French nobleman who became enamored 
of a celebratcci Uancer. 
The actor wp-s com- 
pelled, by the de\eIopinent of the story, to gaze 
Intently 
a t 
[-^Jith Storey, 
who 
portrayed 
the 
dancer, during the entire action of the intricate 
dance, under the glare of an exceptionally s t r o n g 
studio light. 


The (lance was very difficult and it was nec- 
essary 
tu have

A f t e r the scene was 
finished, 
Moreno had oc- 
casion to go into a dark room, and when

W h e n he tried to read, there w a s J--dith Storey 
on ihe page, going through t h e intricate move- 
m e n t s of the dancer.

dancer w a s a l w a y s there, a tantalizing figure. ' 


Moreno had known of cases of this kind. 
They arc by no means uncommon to moving- 
picture actors, but they usually passed away in 
a. few minutes. This image did not, because it 
was a literal photograph on the retina of his 
eye and the only way he could rid bimseU of 
the vision was to close his eyes. 


After a day or so, Moreno went to an eye 
Bpeclaliat, who examined his eyes and evinced 
great interest in the phenomenon. 
The spe- 
cialist made a careful examination and discov- 
ered. he said, a perfect photographic print on 
the retina, the coating of the interior of the eye 
. containing the sensltory nerves. 


Moreno was alarmed by this time. 
Miss

and it was not an unpleasant sort of picture

You might be 
"»billing to gaze in the eyes of the savage beasts 
of the Jungle—but here is something you have 
probably never thought of: 


How would you like to look 38,000 candles in 
the eyes? 
That is what you will have to do 
when you make your debut as a movie star. 
Electric lights wtih approximately 38,000 can- 
dle-power are used In interior scenes in motion 
picture making, and many performers find it 
more difficult to face this glare than look in 
the eyeo of the fiercest beast that ever roamed 
the Jungle, 


Proper lighting is the most dLfficult problem 
of a motion picture studio. 
There are sixteen 
frames, as the tiny photographs on the film are 
called, to the foot, and as there are often as 
many as 100 people In some of the big ball- 
room and banquet scenes, the light must b» of 
the greatest intensity possible in order that all 
of the picture will register on the sensitive film 
as the camera man grinds away. 


A studio in action is a weird and strange 
looking place. A corner of a libraiT, or a nook 
behind the palms in a ballroom is wanted. 
All you see in the audience at the theater when 
the fihn is finished is a nice, cosy-looking little 
scene, which looks as comfortable as a corner 
in your own home. 


The "set," as the scene is called, shows Just 
one side as made up in the studio. 
There are 
only two wails, and in iront, out of camera 
range, aire the great lighting machines, ten ana 
twelve big twin arc eiectnc lamps, each with 
a reflector that pours its glare into the scene, 
and the top, or where the celling should be. is 
literally covered with mercury tubes, throwing 
their white radiance down on the people walk- 
ing about in the set. 
The actora must walk 
around in this glare—laugh, talk, nmke love, 
live and die—as though they were in an ordi- 
nary room. 


The lights are the very first thing the new 
moving-picture performer has to conquer. This 
intense light is very hurtful to many perform- 
eis, as well as expensive to the studios, and 
for this reason many 
ot the large proaucing 
companies have moved theh studios out to the 
Pacilic Coast, whei'o tiie work can bo done In 
the big open-air studios, and sunlight can take 
the pla.ce of the artificial glare of the eiectnc 
arc. 


Some actors -seem to be regular salamanders 
and do not seem to mmcl the nerce giure oX the 
studio lights, while others suffer acutely from 
light burn and eye troubles. The human eye is 
a very delicate and wonderful machine. When 
normal the pupil is widely dilated to admit 
light enough to luakc seeing natural. When 
the light pours into ¿he eye the pupil contracts 
to a mere small point. 


Look at the pictures at the top of this page. 
The eyes before the lights are turned on have 
the normal dilation of an ordinary room. Look 
ut the next picture, which was taken under a 
strong studio glare, and you wlU see what takes 
place. 


The actor steps from the ordinary light of , 
outdoors into the blinding glare of the studio 
light. 
The eye at once contracts and admits 
only enough light. But this is not good for the 
eyes and when the performer, after working 
an hour In the glare, steps back Into the ordi- 
nary light, he is liable to stumble r.round like 
a half-bUnd man. - Some eyes will readjust 
themselves more quickly than others. 


Eye trouble is not the only effect of the pic- 
ture light; light burn Is sometimes the result, 
which is on the order of sunburn, only it is 
usually much worse. 
Natural sunburn does 
nothing more than make the outer layer of the 
ckln peel off, but light burn 1« oftentimes deep, 
and where the skin is tender lasting Injury is 
done. 


Temporary blindness Is very common, and 
now and then the lights of the studio will play 
a trick that baffles science, such as in the 
case of Antonio Moreno and the ilicture of tha 
dancing glrL

BAR DAVE: 


Well, Dave, we are work- 
ing

backwoods 
school-teacher play where I 
am to play the main part, 
and we have that big fight, 
and Strongheart Is telling 
everybody around the stu-

dio what he is going to do 


to mo When we stage the fight where he Is the 
bully of tna school and gets all the big boys 
to double teani on me and whip me. 


Bennie Steinbush says Strongheart used to 
be an athletic teacher in a college where he 
went, and he asked me if I leaxned to do any 
boxing in that correspondence 
school 
tnat 
teaches movie acting by mail that I went to, 
and I said. "No, you can't learn to fight by 
writing letters, and, besides, they don't teach 
nothing but movie acting in that school, 
and 
he says: 


"WeU, Strongheart Is a regular bear at box- 
ing, and you'd better tell J. J. Murphy to make 
that fight scene the last thing, because if ho 
don't, maybe they will have to wait tlU some- 
body gets out of the hospital before they can 
finish the rest or the picture." I said. ' Oh, I 
guess I can give him his money's worth." 


You know how I am, Dave, when 1 get start- 
ed. But I wasn't very mad at Strongheart, and 
I didn't want to hurt him. I told J. J. maybe 
he better make that fight the last scene, be- 
cause Strongheart might get his eyes blacked, 
or maybe get his collar bone broke, or some- 
thing like that, so he couldn't act In no pic- 
tures till he got well, and as he Is the main 
actor of the company, the company might lose 
money because they wouldn't have no pictures 
with him in them. 


J. J. says: "Yes, we've been flggerlng on mak- 
ing the fight scene last all along. 
But don't 
you fool yourself about Strongheart." 


We made the first scenes of that picture way 
out In the woods, Dave. We all went out there 
In automobiles and had a lot of fun, but I didn't 
have much fun because there was no dressing 
rooms way out there in the woods, and all us 
actors had to -wear the clothes we acted in, and 
I hsd to wear that long-tailed suit J rented to 
go to that wedding in, and I couldn't set down 
very good for being afraid of busting it. 


"When we got out there we bad some lunch, 
and everybody set down on the ground, and I 
had to stand up against a tree and eat my 
sandwiches, and Miss Madeline Miles, our lead- 
ing woman, says: "Why-don't you sit down, Mr. 
Hoggs, and enjoy yourself?' And I says: 'If I 
do. I mightn't be able to work in the picture 
and might have to go, back to town and get 
some clothes that don't fit so tight as these.' 


J. J, Murphy says: "What the h 
Are did 


yon wear tbem things fcrr' I told him he said 
I looked like an old-fashioned country school- 
teacher: that was the reason they give me the 
Job of playing the main part In the play. And 
he said, 'Well, we'll have to do the best we can, 
but you be careful"

Them clothes got me the Job of playing a 
main part, and I wasn't going to give th^m up. 
Pretty slick, eh Dave? _ 


The first scenes in that picture showed the 
front part of a log cabin school house. 
They 
made Just the front part of it, with one door 
and cne window, and when you stepped through 
the door you was right out in the woods again 
p.nd there was nothing in the schoolhouse. 


It looks kinda foolish, but that's th'e way they 
make them movie plays. All the acting In front 
of the schoolhouse Is done out in the woods, 
showing us coming in and going out of the 
schoolhouse. and then we will make the other 
sccnes, of the inside of the schoolhouse, with 
the blackboards and books and things, in the 
studio, and they will cut the film to pieces and 
paste the scenes together, so that when we go 
Into the schoolhouse it looks just like we step- 
ped right Into the room with books and things, 
when the outside of the schoolhouse is two. or 
maybe three miles away from the inside. 


They got about ten extra actors to play in 
that picture, to be some of the big country 
boys that Is supposed to be coming to school to 
me, and they are all big husky actors, too, but 
when they dress up like boys they don't look 
so big. 


In one of the scenes where the scholars have 
to carry some big logs of wood Into the school- 
house to make a fire In the fireplace, one of 
them extra ac'tors carried a big log in "one 
hand, and Bennie Steinbush says: 


"Tom. that fellow will give you some rough 
house In the fight scene." 


1 tell you, Dave, being a rnovle actor ain't so 
much fun as you think it is, when they always 
give you hard parts to play like they do me. 
First, I had to Jump In the Pacific Ocean, and 
then ride that camel, and carry a fat girl up- 
stairs and have her fall on me from the top of 
a porch 10 or maybe 12 feet high, and get all 
scratched up in that wild animal play, and now 
I've got to fight a lot of roughnecks. 


I told J. J. it looks to me like if I was to be 
head actor in that play I oughtn't to have to 
fight and hurt somebody, and maybe get ar- 
rested or something like that, and they ought 
to get somebody to dress up like me to take my 
place like they do for head actors sometimes, 
und besides, they ought to get somebody that 
wasn't as strong as me. because then It would 
be easier for them scholars to whip mo, and 
then nobody would get hurt, and this suit would 
bust all to pieces when I start to fight, and he 
snld, "If you are afraid of Strongheart, why 
don't you get somebody to give you lésons in 
boxing?" 


Lucy said her father was a good boxer and 
could show me some tricks. 
She didn't want 
me to fight with Strongheart, 
because 
she 
knows he Is sore about the joke me and her 
played on him when she pretended to sprain 
her ankle and he, had to drag Flora, the fat 
girl, home on the sled, and she said everybody 
will think we are fighting about her, and she 
says: 


••Do.n't you do It, Tom, he^ may beat you up," 
but I told her everybody would think I was 
afraid of him, and she got Mr. Maccolllnl to 
give me some boxing lessons.

We made a lot more scenes out there in the 
woods, and in one of them Flora, the fat gtrU 
Is In It, and she leaned^up against the school« 
house so bard It fell down with her. Ma and 
some of them extra men set It up again, and 
when I was lifting it that coat split up the 


back, and I didn't want to do any more acting 
with all them girls around there, because I was 
afraid them pants would go next. J. J. says: 


"Come on now, get busy, we got to finish 
this stuff." 


I told him I thought It was going to be a 
drama picture and not a comedy, and It will 
sure, be a comedy with me acting In It with 
thi& coat all split up the back like a locust, and 
he said: 


"It's hard to make anjthing else but a comedy 
with you in it." 


That's what comes of being such a good 
comedy actor, Dave. And J. J. made me carry 
the coat on my arm in the other scenea 
Then 
we went down the road a piece where there 
was a rail fence, to show some of the scholars 
coming to school. The girls come along and I 
have to help them over the fence. 


I lifted'Lucy first; she is little, and I Just 
picked her up and set her on the other side of 
the fence, but that red-headed extra girl that 
worked with me in the wild animal picture was 
chunky, and I was afraid to lift her with them 
tight pants, but J. J. Says: "This scene comes 
Just before the fight, so j'ou'd better lift them 
all over the fence, so we can show the audlenc« 
how strong you are." 


I'll take a chance, and If th«ra 
clothes bust all to pieces maybe they will make 
a comedy picture of it after all, but I lifted all 
them girls over the fence and nothing hap- 
pened. 


That was all of the school-teacher play w« 
made out there, but Mr. Crosslaijd had Strong« 
heart and Miss Miles do some Scenes in an- 
other play they was working In. and we all 
watched them act. It was a scene where he Is 
supposed to be telling her good-by because ha 
Is going away to fight In a war. and she had to 
cr>-, and .after they made the scene, she came 
over to where I was standing and I could see 
she was crying sure enough. 


Some of them women can Just cr>- whenever 
they want to, Dave, and some of them can't 
and have to rub onions In their eyes, and I 
asked her if she had to put onion Juice In her 
eyes, and she said no, she didn't do that, and 
I said It Is lucky you can cry whenever yott 
want to, and she said:

And I told her abont when my mother 4 M 
and left me bound out to that farmer in Brown 
County that made me'^work tUl I got my fe«e 
all froze, and I gave a tramp an old watch I 
had just to get him to stay out in the bam ao 
I could talk to him and tell him my troubles. 


She looked at me klnda funny a minute, thaa 
she Jerked a picture out of the breast of bar 
dress. 


"Look at that," she said. 
"That's my litt!« 
boy. and I can't have him here trlth me b«> 
cause his father don't want the pubUs to know 
he is married."

DEEP SNOW Oil 
IHE

Forest Service Has Been 
, Hampered by Unusually 
Heavy Snowfall. 


Washington, March 2L—According tx» 
forest service 
officials 
the unusually 
heavy snowfall which has signalized the 
past winter in most of west has mater- 
ially affected national forest business. 
Timber sale receipts have decreased in 
some regions because logging and mill- 
ing operations have been hampered by 
deep snow and exceptionally cold weath- 
er. 
The same factors have given stock- 
men using the national forest ranges 
much concern, although as yet tlierc 
have been no severe livestock losses re- 
ported. 
The foresight of the stockmen 
in providing winter feed, which is noNx 
generally practiced, makes a recurreuc 
of the former immense losses very mi- 
likely. 
The damages caused by the 
snow and resulting slides and floods to 
forest service trails, telephone lines, and 
other permanent improvements arc not 
yet known, but undoubtedly are heavier 
than usual and their repairs will make 
much spring work for the rangers. 


Mdst of the railroads in crossing ihe 
mountains of the northwest run for con- 
siderable distances through the nationai 
forests. 
Reports from the forest ofticers 
show that some of the roads have had 
a strenuous struggle with the snow to 
keep the lines open. 
Tlie great rotaries 
have had hard work to plow tlirough 
the huge drifts. Snow slides liave swept 
down the steep slopes, filling the cuts, 
burying the tracks to a great .deptli. 
and not only blocking all traffic but in 
several cases destroying life and prop- 
erty. 
These slides usually occur on 
slopes where fire has destroyed 
the 
timber, leaving nothing to hold the snow 
in place, according to the forestry of- 
ficials, who assert that a thrifty stand 
of timber on the mountain sides is the 
best possible safeguard against these de- 
structive avalanches. 


The deep snow 
is 
not 
without its 
beneficial side, say the forest oflicers. It 
will lie long on the slopes and ridg( s. 
keeping the ground moist 
until 
Jate 
in the spring, and thus greatly reducing 
the danger of early forest tires, which 
sometimes 
occur 
with serious conse- 
quences. 
A spring fire usually destroys 
little timber, cither green or dead, but 
sweeps rapidly over stump land and 
old burns, feeding on the dead vegeta- 
tion of the preceding year.

Washington. 1). C'.. March 20.—A pre- 


liminary statement of the general re- 
sults of the census of manufactures fur 
Peru, Ind., has been issued by Director 
Sam L. Rogers, of the bureau of the 
census, department of commerce. 
It 


consists of a. minimury comparing the 
figures for 1000 and 10U, by totals, pre- 
pared under the direction of William Jf. 
iSteuart, chief statistician for manu- 
factures. 


The figures are preliminary and sub- 


ject to such change and correction 
ma,y be found necessary from a further 
examination of th* original reports. 


The census of 1914, Hke that of 100'j, 


with 
references to manufactures, ex- 


cluded the hand trades, tlie building 
trades and the neighborhood industries 
and took account only of establishments 
conducted under the factory 
system. 


In the last census, also, as in that for 
1DOO, statistics were not collected for es- 
tablishments having products for tho 
census year valued at less than $500, 
except that reports were taken for es- 
tablishments idle during a portion of 
the census year, or which began opera- 
tion during that year, and whose prod- 
ucts for such reason were valued at 
less than $500. 


Tho reports were taken for the calen- 


dar year 
ending 
December 31, 1014, 


wherever the system of bookkeeping 
permitted figures for that period to be 
secured, but when the fiscal year of an 
establishment differed from the calen- 
dar year a report was obtained for the 
operations of that establishment for its 
fiscal year falling most largely witliin 
the calendar year of 1DI4.

studio light.

How would you like to loolc 38.000 candles In 


the eyes? 
That is what you will have to do 


when you make your debut as a movie star. 
Electric lights wtlh approximately 38,000 can- 
dle-power are used in interior scenes in motion 
picture making, and. many performers flnd It 
more difficult to face this glare than look in 
the eyes of the fiercest beast that ever roamad 
the Jungle. 


Proper lighting is the most difficult problem 


of a motion picture studio. There are sixteen 
frames, as the tiny photographs on the film are 
called, to the foot, and as there are often as 
many as 100 people in some of tho big ball- 
room and banquet scenes, the light must ba of 
the greatest intensity possible In order that all 
of the picture will register on the sensitive film 
as tho camera man grinds away. 


A studio in action is a weird and strange 


looking place. A corner of a library, or a nook 
behind, tho palins m a ballroom is wanted. 
All you see in thtj audience at the theater when 
tho film is finished is a. nice, cosy-looking litllb 
scene, which looks as comfortable aa a corner 
in yuur own home.

one side as made up in Uiu studio. Thtre are 
only Uvo walls, and in front, out uf camera 
range, are the great lighting machines, ten anu 
twelve big twin arc electric lamps, each. with, 
a reilector that pours its glare into the scene, 
and the top, or where the celling should be, is 
literally covered with mercury tubes, throwing 
their white radiance down on the people walk- 
ing about in the set. 
The actors must walk 


around in this glare—laugh, talk, make love, 
live and die—as though they were in an ordi- 
nary room. 


The lights arc the very first thing the new 


moving picture performer has to conquer. This 
intense light is very hurtful to many porforin- 
crs. as well as expensive to the studios, and 
for this reason ninny of the large producing 
companies have moved theii studios out to the 
Pacltlc Coast, where tile work can bo doue in 
the big open-air studios, and sunlight can take 
the place of the artificial glare of ttie electric 
arc. 


Home actors seem to be regular salamanders 


and uo not teem to mind tue nercu glare of the 
studio lights, whilo others suffer acutely from 
light burn and eye troubles. The human eye Is 
a \ery delicate and wonderful machln». When 
normal tho pupil is widely dilated to admit 
light enough to ruake seeing natural. When 
the light pours into the eyo the pupil contracts 
to a mere small point. 


Look at the pictures at the top of this page. 


Tho eyes before the lights are turned on have 
the normal dilation of an ordinary room. Look 
i>t the next picture, which was taken under a 
strong studio glare, and you will sec what takes 
place. 


Tho actor steps from the ordinary light of 


outdoors into the blinding glare of the studio 
light. The eye at once contracts and admits 
only enough light. But this Is not good for the 
eyes and when the performer, after working 
an hour In the glare, stops back Into the ordi- 
nary light, he Is liable to stumble around like 
o. half-blind man. 
Some eyes will readjust 


themselves more quickly than others. 


Eye trouble Is not the only effect of the plc- 


tura light; light burn Is sometimes the result, 
which Is on the order of sunburn, only It Is 
usually much worse. 
Xatural sunburn does 


nothing more than make the outer layer of the 
ckin peel oft, but light burn is oftentimes deep, 
and where the skin is tender lasting injury Is 
done. 


Temporary blindness is very common, and 


now and then the lights of the studio will play 
a trick that baffles science, such as In the 
case of Antonio Moreno and the picture of the 
Canc'.ng girl
